WAR SUMMARY 


(By Associated Press Leased W ire) 


Allied fo rces this mo rning began a general attack o n 
the entire German line fro m Chaulnes so uth to the riv er 
Oise, o n a fro nt o f 25 miles. Dispatches filed at Lo ndo n 
sho rtly after no o n repo rted impo rtant gains at v ario us 
po ints, especially in the v ital secto r so uth o f Lassigny , 
near the Oise. 


1 he Lassigny massif, the deep slo pes o f which hav e 
been stro ngly defended by the Germans, is repo rted to be 
almo st within grasp o f the French. 


Further so uth the French hav e taken the v illage o f 
Leco nv illo n, just to the so utheast 
o f Thiesco urt wo o d and 
to be v irtually o n the crest o f the hills o v erlo o king lo ng 
reaches o f the Oise. West o f Leco nv illo n they made pro g­ 
ress to the no rth o f St. Claude farm. 


As the immediate result o f the allied gains in that sec­ 
to r the Germans hav e abando ned their trenches o n the 
Oise just west o f the v illage o f Bailly , in the big bend o f 
the riv er. 
I he french are said to hav e already o ccupied 
these po sitio ns. 


No rth o f Lassigny , and in the regio n o f Ro y e and 
alo ng the railro ad no rth to Chaulnes, the allies are no t re­ 
po rted as making any pro gress. 


If the allies are successful in carry ing the heights 
so uth o f Lassigny they will fo rce the enemy to re lie in 
the Ro y e district and as they will hav e the Ro y e-l% 
. y o n 
ro ad under fire, they will do minate the who le regio n with 
artillery . 


1 he attempts repo rted in the last few ho urs, if they 
co ntinue to pro gress, will hav e an impo rtant effect o n the 
German po sitio ns at Ouscamp and Carlepo nt and the line 
so utheast o f the Oise. If the Germans are o utflanked a 
retirement in that district will be pro bable and this will 
necessitate the relo catio n o f the Oise line fro m the Oise to 
the Aisne east o f So isso ns. 


Thus the attack o f this mo rning appears to hav e a 
direct bearing o n the battle alo ng the Aisne and the Vesle, 
being earned o n by the French and Americans. 


Late dispatches tell o f hard fighting at Fismette, o n 
the no rth bank o f the Vesle, between So isso ns and Rheims. 
The Allied fo rces were fo rced fro m the v illage by the Ger­ 
mans and had to cro ss back o v er the Vesle, but they im-j 
mediately co unter attacked and resto red all o f their po si­ 
tio ns o n the no rth side o f the riv er. 


Fro m Chaulnes no rth to the Ancre riv er the allied 
pro gress appears to hav e been held up by the desperate 
German resistance. There hav e been lo cal engagements, 
but at no po int hav e the British and Americans engaged 
been successful in making any marked impressio n o n the 
line. The Germans are v irtually resting in the o ld trench 
sy stem held by the enemy in 19 15 . 


Repo rts to day state that the ruins o f Pero nne are in 
flames and sev eral v illages behind the German lines are 
burning. The fires may hav e been caused by allied bo m­ 
bardment, but it is believ ed that the Germans hav e put 
these to wns to the to rch preliminary to ano ther retire­ 
ment. 


There hav e been lo cal engagements in Flanders but 
no thing significant.

Orren Randolph Smith of Henderson 
N. C. , was made by Mrs. Winborne 
when she was Miss Rebecca Mu rphy 
at Wilson in Febru ary 18 61. A sis 
ter refu sed aid in making the flag 
it is said, becau se she was eng ag ed 
to a Northern army officer. 
A few 
weeks after the flag was completed 
it was adopted by the Confederate 
Cong ress at Montg omery, Ala., as 
the standard of the confederacy. The 
first banner contained onjy seven 
stars, representing the nu mber 
states that had seceded, hu t this 
nu mber was soon increased to eleven 
by the withdrawal of other states 
from the u nion. 
By an act of the 
confederate cong ress it was named 
“The Stars and B ars.” 
At a reu nion of Confederate Vete 
rans at Norfolk, Va. in 19 10, Captain 
im ith explained the meaning of the 
variou s colors in the flag as follows. 
“The idea of my flag 1 took from 
the Trinity. 
The three bars were 
for the chu rch, state and press all 
bou nd tog ether by a field ot blu e 
(the heavens over all), bearing a 
star for each state in the confedera­ 
tion. The seven white stars, all the 
same size, were placed in a circle, 
showing that each state had equ al 
rig hts and privileg es, irrespective of 
size or popu lation.

"It should carefully calculate its own strength and the strength of its 


neighbors, and when it is ready it should attack them on any pretex t, sud­ 


denly , without warning, and should take from them money and land. 


"When it has gained territory in this fashion, it should subject the 


population of the conquered territory to the strictest laws of military serv­ 


ice and so supply itself with an instrument for new and bolder aggression.
